NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE 

AREA. 

Nantwich,  which  is  an  ancient  town,  is  situated  in  the 
South-West  corner  of  the  County  of  Cheshire. 

The  climate  is  equable  and  mild,  and  the  geological 
formation  met  with  consists  of  red  marl. 

It  is  a  market  town  for  a  large  and  important  agri¬ 
cultural  area. 

The  Brine  Baths  Hotel  is  situated  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
town,  and  is  visited  by  a  large  number  of  patients  suffering 
from  Rheumatism,  Gout,  Sciatica,  Neuritis,  etc. 

There  is  a  Brine  Swimming  Pool,  100  feet  in  length  and 
50  feet  in  width.  The  water  is  purified  and  maintained  at  the 
highest  degree  of  purity. 

The  industries  consist  of  Wholesale  Clothing  Manufacturies, 
Boot  and  Shoe  Manufacturies,  and  a  large  Tannery.

The  infantile  death  rate  was  53*7  per  1,000  births. 

Percentage  of  total  deaths  occurring  in  Public  Institutions, 
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Disinfection  of  the  rooms  is  carried  out  by  spraying  with 
Formalin  and  washing  down  with  a  solution  of  some  well- 
known  disinfectant.  Bedding  and  clothing  which  cannot  be 
boiled  are  disinfected  by  means  of  a  Steam  Disinfector  at 
the  Joint  Hospital. 

Eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  97  of  Diphtheria  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment.  One  case 
of  Diphtheria  was  treated  at  home,  and  recovered. 

Six  deaths  occurred  from  Diphtheria  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

Ninety- eight  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the 
year,  as  follows January,  4;  Febiuary,  2;  March,  4;  April, 
nil;  May,  4;  June,  4;  July,  3;  August,  7;  September,) 
6;  October,  14;  November,  27;  December,  23. 

All  cases  in  August  were  from  the  same  class  in  the 
Infants'  Department  at  the  National  School.  All  the  children 
in  the  class  were  swabbed,  and  one  was  returned  positive. 
The  Infants’  Department  was  closed  from  the  1st  to  the 
13th  of  September  and  was  disinfected  and  cleansed. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  disease  became  more  prevalent 
during  October,  November,  and  December. 

The  Schools  were  visited  at  numerous  times,  by  both  the 
School  Medical  Officer  and  myself;  children  were  examined 
and  swabs  taken.  On  24th  November  one  swab  was  returned 
positive  and  five  cases  occurred  in  the  same  house. 

Two  children  who  attended  the  Child  Welfare  Centre 
with  sore  noses  were  swabbed  and  returned  positive.  Each 
case  was  visited  as  soon  as  the  patient  had  been  removed 
and  disinfection  was  thoroughly  carried  out. 

Particular  attention  was  paid  to  drains  and  full  enquiries 
were  made  with  regard  to  milk  supply,  contacts,  etc.,  with 
a  view  to  tracing  the  cause  of  the  disease. 

I  was  frequently  in  consultation  with  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  he  did  not  think  it  advisable  to  close 
the  schools. 

The  disease  was  of  a  severe  type  and  six  deaths  occurred 
during  the  year. 

I  submitted  a  report  to  the  Council  and  advised  them 
that  the  question  of  free  immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
should  be  considered.  Particulars  and  costs  were  placed  be¬ 
fore  the  Council  and  they  agreed  to  pay  for  the  immunisation 
of  children  between  the  ages  of  1  and  15  years.  Ift  is 
anticipated  that  the  scheme  will  be  put  in  hand  early  in 
the  new  year. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

NEW  CASES  AND  MORTALITY  DURING  1937. 


New  Cases. 
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All  Tuberculosis  deaths  have  been  notified. 


During  the  year  all  cases  of  Tuberculosis  reported  have 
been  frequently  visited,  sputum  cups  and  disinfectants  pro¬ 
vided  gratis,  and  leaflets  containing  information  for  those 
suffering  from  the  disease  have  been  distributed. 

After  death,  or  removal  to  Hospital,  all  bedding,  rooms, 
etc.,  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected.

NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS  AND  OTHER 

INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  the  District 
is  under  the  County  Council,  where  one  Nurse  is  in  attendance. 

Two  Midwives  are  practising  in  the  District. 
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There  are  two  trained  Nurses  now  working  in  the  District, 
one  for  District  work  and  the  other  for  Maternity  cases. 
These  are  supervised  by  a  Committee,  and  supported  by 
voluntary  subscriptions.  A  small  charge  is  made  to  those 
who  require  the  Nurses’  services  and  do  not  subscribe. 
Necessitous  cases  are  attended  free. 

There  is  a  Poor  Law  Institution  and  Hospital  in  the 
District,  also  a  Cottage  Hospital  and  ambulance  facilities. 

The  Nantwich  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  has  41  beds.  Three 
diseases  can  be  concurrently  treated.  There  are  also  up-to-r 
date  Ambulance  facilities  and  Steam  Disinfecting  Apparatus. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  is  situated  at  Ravensmoor,  and  is 
available  for  both  Urban  and  Rural  Districts. 


LABORATORY  WORK. 

Thirteen  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined  at  the  County 
Laboratory. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied  by  the  Council  free  for 
necessitious  cases.  A  supply  of  Toxoid  Antitoxin  was  kept  in 
hand  in  case  it  was  required  for  immunising  children  against 
Diphtheria. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  is  working  satisfactorily. 


HOUSING. 

The  Council  have  commenced  the  erection  of  40  houses 
to  replace  houses  for  demolition  and  to  deal  with  overcrowding. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  making  a  re-survey  of  the 
District  with  a  view  to  the  demolition  of  any  further  houses 
which  are  considered  to  be  unfit  for  habitation. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  which  is  appended, 
shows  in  detail  the  work  carried  on  during  the  year  in  the 
Health  Department.  It  will  be  seen  that  a  considerable 
number  of  inspections  have  been  made. 
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Visits  to  work  in  course  of  construction  and  the  super¬ 
vision  of  work  undertaken  in  the  abatement  of  nuisances  have 
entailed  a  large  amount  of  work  and  expenditure  of  time. 
This  is  energy  well  applied,  as  it  is  only  by  the  exercise  of 
close  personal  supervision  that  satisfactory  results  can  be 
obtained. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  sanitary  con¬ 
ditions  of  premises  at  which  cases  of  infectious  disease  oc¬ 
curred,  notices  being  served  when  required  and  any  defects 
found  remedied.

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NOTICES  SERVED  DURING  THE  YEAR  1937. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-two  Informal  Notices  were  served 
for  the  abatement  of  nuisances :  248  have  been  complied  with 

and  4  are  in  hand. 

One  Statutory  Notice  was  served,  as  follows: — under 
Section  17  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  and  was  complied 
with. 


PAIL  CLOSETS. 

The  Council  agreed  to  pay  owners  of  dwelling  houses 
who  were  prepared  to  convert  the  pail  closets  into  water 
closets  half  the  cost,  not,  however,  exceeding  £'3,  incurred 
by  the  owner  in  altering  each  pail  closet  into  a  water  closet, 
provided  that  the  water  closet  complied  with  the  bve-laws  ; 
the  contribution  payable  by  the  Council  to  be  paid  with¬ 
out  interest  within  two  months  of  the  receipt  by  the  Council 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  sanction  to  the  borrowing  by  the 
Council  of  the  monies  required  for  the  conversion  of  the 
pail  closets  in  the  Urban  District. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  157  pail  closets  had  been  con¬ 
verted  into  water  closets  under  the  guarantee  of  the  Council; 
fifty-one  were  in  a  dilapidated  state  and  were  taken  do|wn 
and  rebuilt ;  7  8  drains  were  found  to  be  defective  and 

new  drains  were  laid  throughout;  10  new  manholes  were 
built  for  connection  to  existing  drains  and  the  remainder 
were  connected  by  inserting  junctions  on  existing  drains. 

The  Surveyor  has  submitted  a  report  and  estimated  cost 
of  the  scheme  for  conversion  and  the  Council  have  decided 
to  make  application  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  sanction 
to  borrow  the  monies. 


DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

Milk  and  Dairies’  Order,  1926. 

There  are  fifteen  Cowkeepers  in  the  District,  nine  of  which 
have  been  brought  in  by  the  extension  of  boundaries.  Five 
are  producers  of  Accredited  Milk  and  one  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  Milk. 

New  concrete  floors  have  been  laid  in  one  cowshed. 

Limewashing  has  been  carried  out  at  least  twice  during 
the  year. 
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SCHOOLS. 

The  National  School  (Infants’  Department)  was  closed 
from  the  1st  to  the  13th  September,  1937,  owing  to 
Diphtheria. 

Disinfection  and  cleansing  were  carried  out  under  super¬ 
vision 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  twenty  retail  bakehouses  in  the  District.  These 
have  been  inspected  and  found  satisfactory,  52  visits  having 
been  made. 

Notices  to  limewash  have  been  served  in  several  cases, 
and  have  been  complied  with. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES,  etc. 

There  are  four  Registered  and  four  Licensed  private 
Slaughter-houses  in  the  iJistrict.  Five  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises,  which  have 
been  kept  in  a  satisfactory  state. 

There  are  33  slaughter-men's  names  on  the  Register. 

The  Council  decided  that  in  accordance  with  Section  2 
of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  Section  1  of  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  shall  on  and  from  the  1st 
day  of  January,  1938,  apply  to  sheep,  ewes,  wethers,  rams, 
and  lambs. 


FOOD  SUPPLIES  CONTROLLED  BY  BYE-LAWS  AND 

REGULATIONS. 

The  premises  where  food  supplies  are  prepared  and  ex¬ 
posed  for  sale  are  regularly  inspected,  and  no  seizure  of 
unsound  food  has  been  made  during  the  year. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

These  premises  are  regularly  inspected,  are  kept  in  a 
cleanly  state,  and  no  complaints  as  to  nuisances  arising  there¬ 
from  have  been  received  during  the  year. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  Offensive  Trades  established 
within  the  District,  viz: — One  large  Tannery,  a  Fellmonger, 
and  one  Tripe  Boiler. 
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COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  are  three  registered  Common  Lodging-houses  in  the 
District. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-seven  visits  have  been  paid  to 
these  premises,  which  are  well  conducted  and  kept  in  a 
clean  state. 

One  Lodging-house  has  been  closed  during  the  year. 


NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND 

INFECTION. 

All  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  had  immediate 
attention;  precaution  papers  containing  instructions  for  pre¬ 
venting  the  spread  of  the  disease  were  left,  also  liquid  dis¬ 
infectants  for  washing  and  cleansing  purposes.  After  recovery 
or  removal  of  the  patients  the  infected  bedding  and  clothing 
were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  disinfected  by 
steam.  The  infected  rooms  were  afterwards  sprayed  with 
Formalin  and  thoroughly  cleansed. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-two  rooms  were  disinfected  during 
the  year. 

Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  premises,  and  any  defects  found  were  immediately 
remedied.
